ROBBIE Ironsi

NSL clubs must woo 
new and old fans 


IT's about time each 
and every club in the 
NSL had a close look 
at what they are giving 
the paying supporter 
for their hard earned 
dollar. 

The transition to 
playing in the warm 
summer months has been 
a modest success; crowds 
often show their approval 
by flocking to the 
weekend fixtures. 

But once they are 
enticed into the grounds, 
little else is done to 
accommodate their patron- 
age, apart from watching 
the game itself. 

Sure, clubs provide 
facilities where fans can 
purchase food and drink, 
but there is a price to pay 
for consuming the goods, 
and it is usually a very 
‘steep one at that. 

There will always be the 
hard core supporters who 
will follow their side week 
in week out regardless of 
the facilities or the efforts 
made by the clubs to 
introduce a total entertain- 
ment package. 

But forget about the 
new, inquisitive soccer 
supporter who is giving 
the game a chance to at 
least compare it with 
other summer rival sports 
of ever returning, unless 
some radical changes are 
made and clubs using a 
little common sense and 
some of their weekly turn 
over. 

So how can clubs make 
the necessary improve- 
ments? 

Each club should 
provide a well produced 
match day programme 
that gives the supporter a 
memento to take home as 
well as giving the fans a 
chance to get to know the 
players and the club's 
progress on and off the 
field, instead of being kept 
in the dark, 

At the same time it 
would make revenue for 
the clubs.

men, junior clubs, the 
Press and so on. 

Thus soccer life has 
become more compli- 
cated and complex than 


ever. 

The reason for this is 
the rapid climb to State 
League status of a re- 
latively small club only 
three 


years old. 
We are based in the 
Liverpool area of 


Whilst we have been 
predominantly Turkish 
supported in our short 
history, it is our goal to 
embrace the multi- 
cultural support of the 
city of Liverpool, which 
seems a worthy goal. 

To do this one has to 
be highly successful on 
the field of play and 
competent in manage- 
ment off it. 

As one looks at some 
of the leading clubs in 
‘Sydney, there is quite a 
difference in the way 
they have been set up 
and run, 

The management 
style at Sydney Olym- 
pic, for example, is so 
different to that at 
Melita. 

The needs of both 
clubs has influenced the 

‘strategy. 

Melita, with a smallish 
spectator base, mainly 
of Maltese background 
and now trying to in- 
clude the general P: 


funds. 

This has imposed a 
discipline on it which 
has been benficial to its 


stability and future pros- 


Olympic, since its be- 
ginning, has attracted 
the majority of Greek 

in and it 


remains the standard 
bearer for those of 
Greek extraction. 


This large spectator 
base was sufficient to 
pay player wages and 
general soccer ex- 
penses, without the 
need of a social club. 

However, as ex- 
penses have escalated 
in the National League, 
the ‘hands in the pock- 
et’ windfalls from loyal 
Greek supporters, plus 
the spectator base 


has not been sufficient 
to keep Olympic finan- 
cially stable. 


It currently carries a 
large debt which stops it 
from building its own 
club and perhaps its 
own stadium which are 
so beneficial today. 

Olympic obviously 


would not be a manage- 
ment model for other 
clubs to follow, as would 
not Sydney Croatia, 
which has suffered from 
the same sickness as 
Olympic because of the 
plentitude of its large 
‘spectator support. 

Croatia plays on a 
ground owned by the 
King Tomislav Croatian 
social club — indeed we 
could almost call it a 
stadium with the im- 
provements being 
made to it. 

However, Croatia, 
like Olympic, has suf- 
fered a major failing 

inception — lack of 
executive stability, 

One can. hardly guess 
how many presidents 
and coaches Croatia 


el to follow in executive 
stability with Frank 
Arok, Alex Pongrass 
and Les Bordacs having 
had an enormous influ- 
ence on that club which 
at one time in the 70's 
was Australia’s leading 


club. 

As its Hungarian sup- 
port has diminished 
over the years, Saints 
have been able to com- 
pensate completely with 
supporters from the St 

district. 

Yet St George re- 
mains the most 
successful former 
ethnic club in its pursuit 
of integration into a met- 
ropolitan district. 

Which gives some 
idea how far we have to 
go to embrace multi- 
cultural support in Aus- 
tralia’s professional soc- 
cer clubs, especially at 
National League level. 

APIA is another 
National League club 
which is currently trying 
to catch up with infras- 
tructure and general de- 


nt. 
Its glory days were in 
the late 60s — when it 


should have done those 
things — particularly the 


For my club, Melita 
seems the most 
model. 


it is hard to envisage 
when we would be able 
to buy the nation’s top 
players, every other 
year, as does Marconi 
with the benefit of good 
crowds and a profitable 
and splendid 


‘standing, shrewd , hard 
working president in 
Sam Vella. 


That, plus a long 
standing and talented 
coach in Raul Blanco 
has made the difference 
for Melita. 


while Blacktown City 
has struggled, when

Melita has had its 
key, long standing ex- 
ecutive there since in- 
ception, plus the same 
coach for many years. 

Blacktown has had 
numerous coaches and 
several changes in 
administration. 

A talented, long-stan- 
ding coach or manager- 
coach is a definite asset 
at any club. 

Rale Rasic was a big 
factor in Marconi's early 
succeses. 


Arok at StGeorge, 
Blanco, Melita and now 
Mariani at Marconi all 
have shown that talent 
and long term stability 
on the field and off it 
produces long term 

clubs. 

Within any club must 
be one person who is 
able, through their abili- 
ties, to raise money, 

John Warren talked 
of how far too many 
Australian players go to 
overseas clubs for very 
small transfer fees. 

| agree. 

Additionally, too 
many players at State 
League and National 
level are going around 
with free transfer fee 
clauses in their con- 
tracts when it expires. 

This is opposed to the 
numerous players of lit- 
tle ability who are put on 
the list for several hun- 
dred dollars which 
effectively puts them 
out of the 
professional game. 

Just as does the 
$30,000 transfer fees 
put on players worth 


,000., 

This all needs looking 
at by NSW president 
Peter Thorne and his 
counterparts in other 
states. 

Nevertheless, it is im- 
portant to raise money 
from a whole variety of 
‘sources. 

Someone capable of 
doing this is a great 
asset in a soccer club. 

Yes, life as a soccer 
player is relatively sim- 
ple-— pleasurable and 
mostly about receiving. 

For those in positions 
of responsibility it is not . 
simple and they can 
give alot without much 
receiving.

Latin America survives 
in Darkest Canberra

I am told that I would 
be out of order impos- 
ing any conditions at 
this stage.” 

“However, I would 
stress to Latin Amer- 
ica that any further 
transgressions will in- 
cur the full wrath of 
the federation.” 

The treasurer of 
Latin America, Aldo 
Calvini, stressed that 
the incident was a mat- 
ter between players 
and the referee. 

Three Latin Amer- 
ican players have 
already been dealt 
with by the disciplinary 
tribunal. 

“We are a well sup- 
ported club and it 
would be a great 
shame if it were closed 
off because of the ac- 
tions of a few” he 
said.

THE simmering dis- 
pute between Can-

Crnkovic said Can- 
berra had tried to 
accommodate the 
wishes of the Federa- 
tion, even to the point 
of taking the difficult 
decision of dropping

title. 

“That was not a deci- 
sion taken lightly, and 
‘one that is still opposed- 
ly by some people with- 
in the club, but we did it 
because we thought it 
would serve the in- 
terests of soccer gen- 
erally.” 

“We have made 
some improvements at 
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Deakin Oval, and there 
are others planned, but 
is there any point in de- 
veloping the ground 
further if we do not 
have the support of the 
Federation as the repre- 
sentative of the soccer 
community in the 
ACT? 

“We are not asking 
for money — just a sim- 
ple message of support 
which will show the rest 
of Australia that Can- 
berra is united in its 
attempt to re-enter the 
National League.” 

His criticisms drew a 
quick response from 
ACTSF president Ron 
Watkins who said Can- 
berra was trying to 
circumvent a time frame 
within which all the re-

“The key is the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federa- 
tion meeting on Decem- 
ber 3 during which final 
decisions on the recom- 
mendations of the Brad- 
ley Report will be 
made,” he said. 

“Anything we do in 
the ACT could be 
irrelevant in the light of 
what happens there. 

“Frank Crnkovic 
asked to address a meet- 
ing of our executive, but 
this Federation has its 
own annual meeting 
coming up. 

“While no great 
changes in personnel 
are expected it would 
still be improper for the 
outgoing executive to 
try to make such impor- 
tant decisions in the last 
few days of its exist- 
ence.”

ONE of the most 


prestigious re- 
ferees in the world 
has retired after a 
brilliant career. 

Brazilian Romual- 
do Arppi Filho, 51, has 
blown his last whistle 
after 30 years controll- 
ing soccer matches all 
over the world. 

The pinnacle of his 
career was in the Mex- 
ico "86 World Cup, 
when his refereeing 
dream came true. 

He controlled the fi- 
nal between Argentina 
and West Germany. 

Arppi Filho made 


. his debut in 1960, at 


the age of 21. 

He refereed a match 
between Ponte Preta 
and Ferroviaria, for 
the Sao Paulo 
championship, one of 
the professional regio- 
nal championships in 
Brazil. 


As South American 
journalist Jorge Barra- 
za reported at the 
time: “Five minutes 
before that game, a 
young man, 21 years 
old, slim, 169 cen- 
timetres tall emerged 
from the tunnel, 

“Many = smiled; 
others foretold his 
failure, arguing that he 
was too young and 
looked to frail and 
small.The players will 
not respect him. 

“But to the 
surprise of all, every- 
thing went normally, 
the footballers played, 
the referee directed 
skilfully and succeeded 
in making himself re- 


spected. 

“The best thing 
that could happen to 
the little man was for 
his performance to go 
unnoticed, as proof 
that he was right. 


“At the end of the 
match those who dis- 
trusted him turned to 
Praise him.” 

Arppi Filho had just 
made his debut in First 
Division without sus- 
pecting that one of the 
most outstanding 


same year 
Arppi Filho was desig- 
nated to control the fi- 
nal of the Brazilian 
Cup between Pal- 
meiras and Flu- 
minense, two big guns, 
traditional rivals from 
Sao Paulo and Rio re- 
spectively. 

At the time Altafini 
played for Palmeiras 
and Tele Santana for 
Fluminense, and Joao 
Havelange was presi- 
dent of the Brazilian 
Football Confedera- 
tion. —— 

Born in Santos, on 
February 7, 1939, 
Arppi Filho was an 
amateur referee in 
1955. 

At the age of 24, in 
1963, he became a 
FIFA referee, a rank 
he maintained during 
26 of his 30 years of 
activity. 

Overall Arppi Filho 
refereed more than 
2,000 matches; hun- 
dreds of them for the 
Libertadores-Cup, 
Youth championships, 
World Cup qualifying 
rounds, three Olympic 
games, the Toyota 
Cup; one World Cup 
in Mexico where he 
controlled the final. 

But the list goes on: 
Women’s international 
in China, first Five-a 
Side soccer World Cup 
in the Netherlands, the 
Inter American Cup, 
the Preliminary games 
of other continents 
such as New Zealand v 
China and the Natio- 
nal championships of 
Equador, Colombia 


and Parguay. 
His marvellous 
career was founded 


on two fundamental 
virtues; a complete 
knowledge of the Laws 
and a strong 
personality. 

Romualdo Arppi 
Filho will be always re- 
membered by the 
world soccer commun- 
ity as a respected and 
highly regarded re- 
feree and, above all, as 
a true gentleman.

Junior clubs need 


_qualified coaches 


SINCE the mid-six- 
ties organised 
coaching hasbeen a 
part of the game in 


Australia and 
thousands of 
coaches have 


attended courses 
aimed at improv- 
ing their know- 
ledge and skill. 

The attendees have 
traditionally been 
those who are moti- 
vated by their own 
desire to learn more 
about the game and to 
then improve the stan- 
dard of play by apply- 
ing their freshly ac- 
quired knowledge. 

Over the years, 
there has been a steady 
flow of coaches to the 
courses organised and 
the interest has always 
been of a sufficient 
level to ensure the 
education of coaches 
will not fade away. 

However, one must 
wonder just how effec- 
tive the courses have 
been and how wide- 
spread the interest in 
them is at this time 
when we consider that 
only a very small num- 
ber of clubs would 
have more than two or 
three coaches who 
have attended a 
coaching course and a 


sports in the area of 
providing players with 
the opportunity to ac- 
quire the needed tech- 
niques or we will risk 
losing them to areas in 
which they can actually 
learn something about 
the activity in which 
they are participating, 

Junior clubs must 
take an active interest 
in this worrying trend 
by encouraging their 
coaches to take part in 
coaching courses so 
the players have an in- 
creased opportunity of 
learning about our 
great game and how to 
play it properly. 

Ideally, State 
Federations will legis- 
late to insist that all 
coaches are qualified 
and the District 
Associations will en- 
force the legislation to 
junior club level but 
this, it seems, is a long 
way off. 

For decades, soccer 
has been the leader in 
the field of junior 
sports but now it seems 
we are beginning to 
lose the battle because 
we have stagnated and 
steadfastly refused to 
make on-going prog-

Other sports have

Romanians star in Holland 


EVERYONE agrees: the two best players in this year’s Dutch League so far have been Gica 
Popescu and loan Sabau, two Romanian internationals. 


After the World Cup, 
where Romania im- 
pressed before falling to 
Ireland, PSV signed 
Popescu and Feyenoord 
captured Sabau. 

Popescu, a libero, is 
23 and Sabau, who plays 
in midfield, is a year 
younger, yet they have 
almost 30 caps each and 
certainly play like 
veterans. 

Better yet, Sabau cost 
a mere $1.3 million and 
even the $3.6 million 
PSV paid for Popescu is 
a snip at current prices. 

In short, they are just 
what ailing Dutch foot- 
ball needed, 

Real Madrid, Bolog- 
na, Rangers, FC Koln 
and Lecce all made bids 
for Popescu this sum- 
mer. Lecce thought they 
had signed him, and 
PSV general manager 
Kees Ploegsma was put 
to much trouble to en- 
sure the Romanian 
came to Holland after 
all, 

It is easy to see why 
Popescu attracted so 
many offers: he is inven- 
tive and skilful, and he 
alone has kept Bobby 
Robson’s floundering 
PSV on Ajax’s trail. 

When Montpellier 
drew PSV in the Cup- 
Winners’ Cup this sea- 
son, the French turned 
to the former Dutch 
manager George 
Knobel for advice. 

“Control Popescu,” 
Knobel told Montpel- 
lier’s Henryk Kasper- 
cak, “then PSV will be 
trapped.” 

So it proved, and 
Montpellier made head- 
lines all over the world 
by knocking out PSV. 

When Popescu is un- 
able to make 50-metre 
runs into midfield be- 
fore finding a hole for 
his strikers, nobody at 
PSV can take over his 
role. 

The wonder is that 
such a player could have 
chosen the miserable 
Dutch league over Italy 
or Spain. 

Sabau, if anything, is 
even more important to 
Feyenoord than Po- 
pescu to PSV. 

Thijs Libregts, 
another former Dutch 
manager, commented: 
“Sabau is really very 


good. He can read the 
game, he makes runs, 
he acts quickly and his 
technique is very good. 

“But at the moment 
at Feyenoord he’s still a 
white raven among too 
many grey players. He 
acts and thinks too fast 
for some of his team- 
mates.” 

Sabau is a world-class 
player in a mediocre 
Dutch team. 

His contract at 
Feyenoord runs for four 
years. 

At the moment, away 
from his unhappy coun- 
try, he is content in Rot- 
terdam — but he be- 
longs in Milan, or along- 
side Hagi in Madrid. 

Naturally, when 
Sabau has played badly, 
Feyenoord have lost. 

And that is what hap- 
pened for a few weeks 
last month-when the

horrors of Romanian 
politics caught up with 
Sabau. 

Dynamo Bucharest, 
his old club and former- 
ly the plaything of Nico- 
lae Ceaucescu's secret 
police, told Feyenoord 
that they wanted more 
than what the Dutch 
had originally paid for 
Sabau. 

What is more, the 
government threatened 
Sabau with a press cam- 
paign against his family 
unless he returned 
home for the pointless 
friendly against Poland. 

Popescu also was 
bullied. 

Sabau was angry at 
the way he had been tre- 
ated at the European 
Championship qualifier 
in Scotland that Roma- 
nia lost 2-1. 

Despite his strong 
form at the World Cup, 
he started the game on 


the bench and only went 
on late in the second 
half. 

He feels he is being 
punished for his move 
to the west. Martin 
Snoeck, a director at 
Feyenoord, complains: 
“They're portraying 
him as a money-wolf be- 
cause he deserted 
them.” 

Romania now have 
tightened the rules pre- 
venting players from 
emigrating. But can this 
work? In years to 
come, surely every 
league in Europe will 
have its golden Roma- 
nians.

Sports minister Car- 
lo Tognoli wants the 
inquiry to settle a 
growing row over who 
is to blame for the 
rapid decay of pitches 
laid for June’s finals. 

Its result is expected 
to be made public on 
December 20. 

The pitch with the 
most obvious prob- 
lems, despite having 
been relaid both be- 
fore and after the 
World Cup, is San 
Siro. 

Augusto Castagna,

says the pitch was so 
bad the city should 
build another stadium. 
He said the roof pre- 
vented enough light
